Ueneral  now-  ^^^'  ^'  ^^^^  directors  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans' 
ersofdirec-  action  of  business,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  presideiit, 
may  appoint  a  president  pro  tern  ;  the  said  directors  shall  ap* 
point  a  secretar}^  treasurer,  and  such  engineers  and  other 
officers  as  they  may  find  necessary,  and  fix  their  compen- 
sation, and  may  demand  adequate  security  for  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  trusts;  they  shall  hare  full

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eovernment,  consequently  (he  selection  of  the  neeessan' 
quantity  of  land  to  complete  the  saickwork,  the  location  of 
which  will  be  required  immediately  upon  the  organizatioa 
of  our  state  government  the  ensuing  season,  cannot  be  made 
in  good  lands  fromlbat^altbf  ^heres^lrtion  now  in  market. 

Hence  will  be  seen  the  imperious  necessity  of  the  early 
extinguishment  of  this  Indian  title,  in  order 'that  the  stale 
may  avail  itself  of  the  benefits  of  this  important  grant  of  con- 
gress. But  this  interest  is  not  the  only  important  interest  to 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  that  would  be  injuriously  affected 
by  a  delay  of  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian  ti  le  to  those 
lands. 

At  the  present  rate  of  'purchase  and  location  by  nnilitary 
land  warraata,  another  year  will  nearly  coin plete  the  sales  of 
the  deafa*able  portian  of  agricultural  lands  lying  south  of  the 
Fox  ri ret  reservation,  eonseqnentiy  these  latids  i?ill  be  want- 
ed for  immediate  settlement. 

Your  memorialist?  are  also  informed,  and  bciieve  that  this 
tract  of  country,  in  addition  to  large  quantities  of  valuable 
ngricullural  lands  embraces  some  of  the  best  pine  lands  iv 
Ik?  found  in  Wisconsin,  and  direclly  connected  with  a  larcre 
and  extensive  agricultural  district  on  the  south  totally  des- 
lilnteof  this  valuable  kind  of  timber.  Hence  another  im- 
poriani  consideration  for  the  speedy  sale  of  the  lands  allu- 
ded to. 

In  presenting  these  considerations  for  an  early  treaty  tv/!i 
the  Menomonees  for  these  valuable 'lands,  your  meraorialiji* 
are  aware  that  however  desirable  would  be  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  important  object,  they  are  constrained  to  tc* 
lieve  that  under  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  followiiu 
clause  of  a  resolution  of  the  honorable  senate  adopted  on  il.t 
third  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1842,  viz:  "  that  in  future  nep-t- 
tialions  of  Indian  treaties  wo  resertatio/t  of  Jnnd  s/tould  l^ 
viade  in  faror  nf  amj  person^  nor  the  payment  of  any  deb'- 
provided  for,"  it  will  be  in  vain  to  attempt  to  tr^al  with  il.> 
tribe  of  Indians. 

Your  memorialista  are  satisfied  and  believe  tt^y ttbosc  In 
dians  afe  booesily  and  honorably  indebted  to  ct^/^a  Indiaa 
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traclen,  who  are  allied  to  them  by  intermarriage,  and  who  have 
redded  long  on  their  borders,  and  who  in  seasons  of  want  and 
distress,  by  sickness  and  by  famine,  have  contributed  liberally 
to  (beir  necessities,  by  supplies  of  provisions  and  goods,  and 
tbat  no  considerations  tqov lie  oi^ectto  induce  these  Indians 
to  treat  for  their  lands  except  upon  condition  of  payment  by 
mosey  or  grants  of  land,  ro  .tjie  creditors'  an^  friands  wbu 
hare  tbss  aided  them,  in  distress*  Indeed,  witii  the  fallest 
conviction  that  proper  credits  have  been  given  them,  youf 
memorialists  believe  that  any  attempt  to  urge  ihetn  to  make 
ifaie  of  their  lands  without  a  provision  for  such  payment 
would  be  urging  thetn  to  dishonor  and  violate  a  legal  and 
moral  obligation  as  binding  a&  any  in  civilized  life. 

In  view  of  all  the  premises,  3'our  memorialists  most  res^ 
pecifojjy  ask  your  honorable  body  a  reconsideration  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  resolution  alluded  to,  that  the 
appropriation  since  made  by  congress  for  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  a  treaty  with  that  tribe  of  Indians  may  be  made 
ivailable,  and  all  the  benefits  «]'  pending  upon  an  early  sur-  ^ 
vf^y  and  sale  of  those  valuable  lands  be  realized  to  the  peo- 
>'e  of  Wisconsin.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

The  state  treasurer  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment :  shall  have  charge  of  all  monies  which  shall  be  paid  into  the 
state  treasury,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  as  directed  hv  law.

and  subscribe  the  oath  required  in  the  constitution,  aad  giv«  a  bond  to  the 
fitate  of  Wisconsin  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  with  not 
less  than  six  surtties ;  who  shall  be  resident  freeholders  of  the  «tafe;  con- 
ditioned that  he  will  faithfully  dischargethe  duties  of  aald  oAoe  aeooidiiic

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  revising  the  ^atule  laws  of  this  state. 

The  people  of  the  Slate  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Sac.  1.  At  such  time  and  place  and  in  sarh  manner  as  shall  be  agreed 
upon  by  joint  resolution  of  the  senate  and  aMembly.  there  vhall  be  three 
commissioners  chosen  whose  duty  itshall'be  and 'they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  collate  and  revise  all  such;  pub' ic  acts  of  the  legislature  of  this  state 
which  shall  he  in  force  ai  the  close  of  the  present  session  as  are  general 
and  permapeat  in  their  nature :  and  in  the  performance  of  vuch  duty,  they 
shj^ll  carafuHy  collect  and  reduce  into  one  act,  the  different  acts  and  pan» 
4>i'act8  wl^ich  from  similarity  ol  subject  ought  in  their  judgment  to  be  so 
arranged  and  consolidated:  disUibuting  the  same  under  such   titles,    divir 
ions,  and  sections  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  omitting  all  such  acts  and 
paru  of  acu  before  passed  as  shall  have  been  repealed  or  have  expired  by 
their  own  limitation  or  be  repugnant  to  the   present  constitution  of  thi!< 
state-,  and  in  every  other  respect  they  ahall  complete  the  said  revision  itt 
Kuch  a  manner  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  useful  and  proper  to  render  the 
raid  acts  more  plain  and  easy  to  be  undentood ;  and  they  shall  lay  befoit! 
the  legislature  the  acts  so  revised  ani  arranged  by  them  at  the  next  session 
to  be  re-enacted  if  the  legislature  shall  so  determine.

AN  ACT  to  Exemptm  Homestead  from  forced  sale. 

The  people  of  the  Stale  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  Senate  vA 
AssemMy,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  A  homestead  consisting  of  any  quantity  of  land  not  ezcecdin; 
forty  acres  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  the  dwelling  house  thereoa 
and  its  appurtenances  to  be  selected  by  the  owner  thereof,  and  not  included 
in  any  recorded  town  plot  •r  city  or  village,  oi  instead  thereof  at  the  optics 
of  the  owner,  a  quantity  of  land  -not  exceeding  in  amount  one  fourth  of 
an  acre,  being  within  a  recorded  town  plat  or  city  or  village,  and  the  dwelling 
house  thereon,  and  iis  appurtenances  owned  and  occupied  by  any  resident 
of  the  state,  shall  not  be  subject  to  forced  sale  on  execution  or  any  other 
final  process  from  a  court  for  any  debt  or  liability  oontracted  aiter  the  fint 
day  of  January  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine. 

Sec.  2.  Such  ^exemption  shall  not  afiect  any  laborers  or  mechanics 
lien  or  extend  to  any  mortgage  thereon  lawfully  obtained  IJut  such  mort- 
gage or  other  alienation  of  such  land  by  the  owner  thereof,  if  a  married 
man  shall  not  be  valid  without  the  signature  of  the  wife  to  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  levy^hall  be  made  upon  the  lands  or  tenements 
of  a  householder  whose  honMsiead  has  net  been  selected  and  set  apart  by 
metes  and  boowh  such  householder  may  notify  the  officer  at  the  lime  ot 
making  such  levy  of  what  he  regards  as  his  homestead  sidth  a  dcsehpiion 
thereof  within  .the  limits  above  prescribsd,  and  the  loiaaioder  alone  shall 
bt  subject  to  sale  under  such  levy. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  plaintiff  in  execution  sball  be  disoatisfied  with  thequsii' 
tity  of  iand  selected  and  set  apart  as  aforesaid ;  the  officer  makiog  «»ck 


levy,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  saireyed,  beginning  at  a  -point  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  owner,  and  set  off  in  a  compact  form,  including  tbe  dwelling 
house  and  its  appuitenances,  the  amount  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act;  and  the  expenses  of  said  survey  shall  be  chargeable  on  the  execution 
tad  collected  theieupon,  if  it  thall  appear  after  such  survey  that  the  owner 
of  said  land  did  not  comctly.  state  hia  metes  and  bounds :  otherwise  the  ex- 
penses of  survey  shall  he  borne  by  the  person  directing  the  same. 

Sic.  5.  After  the  survey  shall  have  been  made  the  officer  making  ths 
levy  may  sell  the  property  levied  upon,  and  not  included  in  the  set-off,  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  in  other  cases  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  on 
execution ;  and  in  giving  a  deed  of  the  same  he  nay  descxibe  it  according 
to  his  original  levy,  excepting  theieirom  by  metes  and  booaids  according  to 
the  certificates  of  survey  the  quantity  aet  off  as  aforssaid. 

Sac.  6.  Any  penon  owning  and  occupying  auy  dwelling  house  on 
land  not  his  own,  which  land  he  shall  be  rightfully  in  possession  of  by  lease 
or  otherwise,  «nd  claiming  suoh  house  as  his  homeatead  shall  be  entitled 
to  tbe^xemptaon  of  «uch  house. 

Sac.  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  considered  as  exempting  any  real 
estate  from  taxation  or  sale  for  taxes.

purpc^e  of  said  rail  road  and  the  same  to  sell  grant  rent  or  in  any  manrer 
to  dispose  of:  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with :  to  sue  and  be  sued,  im- 
plead and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be   defended, 
and  aUo  lo  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter  break   ox  re- 
new at  their  pleasure;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this   secti'^:. 
shall  die  refuse  or  neglect  lo  execute  the  powers  and  discharge  tl^iC    div/ie^ 
licreby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remainihg  persons  hcreinbei'cre 
named  or  a  majority  of  them  to  perform  the  duties  required  by  this  act. 

Skc.  2.  Said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such  exami- 
nation or  surveys  to  be  made  as  shall  be  necessary  lo  ascertain  the  ino*t 
advantageous  rout  to  construct  a  railroad  and  hhall  cause  an  estimate  to  be 
made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof  for  each  mile  seperately:  and  the  cci- 
poration  shall  le  and  they  arc  hereby  invested  \^ith  the  right  to  constnift 
a  railroad  with  one  or  more  rail  ways  or  tracks  from  or  near  the  town  a 
Beloit  ill  the  county;  of  Rock  on  the  most  practicable  rout  to  Taycheedah  i- 
the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac  touching  at  the  intermediate  points  Janes^ii.f. 
Fort  Atkinson,  Jefferson  and  Watertown  along  and  up  the  valley  of  tie 
Rock  river. 


Sec.  3.  The  capital  ttoek  of  mi  J  corperstion  shall  benight  hundred 
thousand  dollan  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  (Hty  4ollaTS  each,  and 
five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  |mid  at  the  time  of  sabscribing. 

Sk#.  4.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  or  a  majori- 
ty of  them  are  authorized  to  open  hooks  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such  suV 
scription,  which  book  shall  be  opened  within  eighteen  .r.onths  from  the  pas-

take  and  carry  property  and  persons  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam  or 
animals  or  any  m'ichariicul  or  olhor  pov»eror  any  combination  of  them  to 
regulate  the  ti.^ieand  manner  in  which  passengers  and  g^/ods  shall  be  trans- 
ported thereon,  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  traujjjwrtation   ai,J

\o  direct  the  mode  and  condition  of  trans fe ring  the  stock  of  said  company : 
and  penalties  j)rovided  for  by  the  said  by-laws  may  be  sued  for  by  any  per- 
son authorized  therero  in  the  name  of  said  com4)Bny  and  rccovcrfti  in  an  ac- 
tion of  debt  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  and  thesr.iJ 
company  may  erect  and  maintain  t<dl  houwis  and  such  other  buildings  and 
fixtures  for  ihe  accommodation  of  said  road  as  they  may  deem  in  any  v\ay 
neces  ary  for  their  interest  andconveuieace. 

Sec.  S.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  -enter  upon  any

Said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail  road  across  any 
pubiic  or  private  road  highway  improved  Held  siicams  of  water  or  water 
course,  if  the  same  shall  be  necessary ;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore 
siich  road  highway  impreved  field  stream  of  water  or  water  course  to  its 
formcf  state,  or  shall  leave  it  in  such  condition  as  will  least  impair  the 
usefulness  of  said  road  highway  improved  Held  stream  of  water  or  water 
course  to  the  owner  or  to  the  pub  ic. 

Sec  10.  On  the  completion  of  said  rail  road  oj  any  portion  cf  the 
track  not  less  than  ten  miles  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  lor  il  e  said  c(  m])a* 
ny  to  demand  and  receive  such  sum  and  sums  of  money  for  passage  and 
freight  of  persons  and  property  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  think  re-*^ 
sonablc :  provided,  that  tlie  legislature  of  this  stale  shall  have  the  right  to 
alter  9r  reduce  said  tolls,  Qot  howev<jr  so  that  the  profits  of  the  said  com- 
pany fihall  be  less  than  twelve  per  cent  upon^the  capital  stock  inves.ed^ 
and  the  said  company  shall  annually  report  to  the  legislature  the  expendi- 
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turn  of  said  compan3r,  the  amoant  of  tolls  received,  and  the  amoiint  of 
capital  atock  mveated  which  report  ahall  be  sworn  to  by  die  pieside&t  of 
Slid  latl  road  company.

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  or  in  any 
way  spoil  injure  or  destroy  said  roa«!  or  anything?  belonging  or  inciiient 
thereto  or  any  materials  'o  bo  iiFed  in  tlio  construction  thereof,  or  any  build- 
ing lixture  or  carriage  erected  or  constructed  for  tlie  use  or  convej-ancc 
thereof,  such  person  shall  each  be  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  treb:c 
the  dania^cs  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  any 
court  hav  inp  jurisdiction  ot  the  iunount. 

Sl^.  M.  Whenever  it  >hd\\  become  necessary  in  the  location  or  cor.- 
btruclion  of  said  road  to  pns?  through  Ihe  land  of  any  individual  it  shall  be 
the  (!uiy  oisaid  company  to  provide  for  said  individual  proj>er  waggon 
ways,  aijd  iii  ca^e  they  bha  1  neglect  to  provide  such  waggon  way*,  said 
conipnny  Fhall  Ix;  liable  to  such  individual  in  double  the  amount  of  dama- 
ges occafiioned  by  such  neglect. 

^r.  .  1 5.  The  conipany  ercated  by  this  act  sha  I  be  subject  lo  the  pro- 
visions of  such  general  laws  as  may  hereafter  bo  enacted  for  the  formation 
of  corporations  for  »he  purpose  of  constructing  rail  roads  pursuant  to  arti- 
cle ninth  of  the  constitution. 

Sr".  10.  The  firs*  meeting  of  said  board  shall  be  held  at  the  vil'agc  of 
Walettown  in  Jefferson  county  and  may  be  called  by  any  six  of  the  pers<ins 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  lepresentedin  Senate  and 

Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  A  certain  higliway  in  the  tcwn  of  Pleasant  .Prairie  com- 
mencing on  the  east  line  of  section  number  six,  six  chains  north  of  the 
quarter  stake  on  said  east  line  and  running  thence  westerly  to  the  bridge 
on  £au  Flaine  river  which  said  highway  was  laid  out  by  the  highway  com- 
missioners of  said  town  on  the  twenty  seventh  day  of  May  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  ♦hree  and  a  survey  thereof  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  towr  clerk  of  said  town  on  the  tenth  day  of  October  of  the  same  year 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  legal  highway. 

Sic.  2.  A  certain  territorial  road  from  Madison  to  Waupun  laid  out 
by  J.  P.  Brower,  S.  Wilcox  and  E.  Dicckinson  commissioners  under  the 
act  of  the  legislature  authorizing  said  road  to  be  laid  out  approved  Febnia- 
ry  10th  1841  is  hereby  legalized  and  declared  to  be  of  the  same  force  and 
virtue  as  if  thtf  survey  of  said  road  had  been  tied  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  teritory.

in  may  be  the  principal  seat  of  the  business  of  such  corporation,  forsii 
successive  weeks  preceding  such  application  j  and  that  due  proof  shall  be 
made  of  such  notice  previous  to  leave  being  given  to  bring  in  any  bi.lto 
comply  with  the  prayer  of  such  application:  provided  that  if  there  be  no 
newspapers  in  such  county  or  counties  then  publication  as  aforesaid  in  the 
nearest  newspaper  or  newspapers  shall  be  deemed  sufficient ;  or  by  posting 
up  three  written  or  printed  notices  in  such  county  or  counties.

AN  ACT  additional  to  "an  act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Mil- 
waukee" approved  January  31st  1840. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 
SxcTioK.  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  couacil  of  the  city  of 


Mil vraukee  to  levy  in  additien  fo  the  taxes  now  authorized  to  be  raised  a 
tax  not  exceeding  one  per  centum  per  annum  on  all  taxable  property  of 
jaidcity  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  harbor  and  building  piers  at  Cen- 
tre street  in  said  city  and  for  dredging  the  Milwaukee  river  j  said  tax  to  be 
levied  yqaiiy  uitii  aaid  harbor  piers  and  dredging  shall  be  completed,  the 
said  taxes  shall  be«coUected  in  tbe  same  manner  as  other  city  taxes  are  col- 
lected. 

Sec.  2.  Before  levying  the  tax  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  an 
eiection  shall  be  lield  in  the^everal  Wards  of  said  city,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  common  council  of  said  city  may  designate,  the  mayor  of  said 
city&nt  giving  two  weeks  public  notice  of  the  time  peaces  and  purpose  et 
said  election,  at  which  election  all  white  male  residents  of  the  city  of  Mil- 
waukee who  have  paid  or  may  be  liable  to'  pay  taxes  on  real  or  personal 
property  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  their  respective  wards  for  or  against 
the  levy  of  said  tax :  the  ballots  sha'l  be  written  or  printed  to  the  follow- 
ing eflect  «  For  harbor  tax"  or  «  Against  harbor  tax". 

Smc.  3.  The  returns  of  said  election  shall  be  made  within  two  days 
from  the  time  of  holding  the  same  lo  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  of 
9aid  city ;  said  election  shall  be  otherwise  condocted  in  the  same  manner 
as  elections  ibrcity  officers  and  if  it  shall  appear  after  the  return  and  can- 
rass  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  that  each  ward  of  said  city  has  given 
a  m^ority  of  votes  for  said  harbor  tax,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city 
of  31ilwaukeet>r  a  majority  of  them  in  common  council  assembled  shall 
have  power  and  authority  tp  levy  said  tax  as  provided  for  in  the  first  sec- 
tion, of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  return  and  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  if 
it  s&all  appear  that  any  wa  rd  or  wards  have  not  cast  a  majority  of  votes

The  jurisdiction  of  justices  ol  the  peace  in  all  civil  suit* 
commenced  before  them  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  ia  hereby 
extended  in  the  cases  hereinafter  mentioned  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars: First,  In  all  actions  arising  on  contract  for  the  recovery  of  money 
only:  Second,  In  all  actions  for  damages  for  an  injury  to  the  person  or  to 
real  or  personal  property:  Third,  An  action  ior  a  penalty  given  by  statute  : 
Fourth,  In  all  actions  commenced  by  attachment  of  property  as  now  provid- 
ed by  statute :  Filth,  In  all  actions  where  the  plaintiffs  demand  on  an^ac' 
count  or  on  a  note  bill  bond  or  other  instrument  in  writing  given  for  the  pay-

Slc.  9.  Such  notice  shall  also  specify  the  ofUcers  to  be  chosen  and  the 
hour  of  opening,  adjourning  and  closing  the  polls  of  the  election.  The  no- 
tice, if  oi  a  general  election  shall  also  stale  whether  any  of  the  officers  then 
to-  be  chosen  are  to  supply  vacancies,  and  the  names  of  those  in  whose  of- 
fices such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred.  Tlie  inspectors  shall  cause  sjch 
notices  to  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  manner  in  at  least  fiv  c  of  tr.e  mvst 
public  places  of  their  town,  ward  or  precinct. 

TITLE  4. 

▲RTICLB    I. 

Sbo.  1.  Theinspecton  of  each  town,  ward  or  precinct,  shall  meet  at 
the  time  and  place  when  and  where  an  election  shall  have  been  appointed 
to  be  held  therfin,  and  shall  proceed  to  organize  themselves  ts  a  board  for 
the  purpose  of  presiding  at  and  conducting  said  eleetioa. 

Sec.  2.  The  poll  of  the  said  e'ection  shall  then -be  opened  and  procla- 
mation thereof  made,  and  proclamation  shall  also  be  made  of  eaeh  adjourn- 
ment and  of  cloang  the  poUs.  The  poll  shall  be  kept  open  in  the  day  time 
oidy  betwjsen  the  rising  and- setting  oi  the  con. 

Sbo.  3.  At  the  opening  of  the.  poll  in  the  ioxeMon^  whida  ahall  be  at

ARTICLE  II. 

Sac.  4.  The  electors  shall  vote  by  ballot,  and  each  pereon  oflering  to 
vote  shall  deliver  hia  ballot  to  one  of  the  intpectort  in  pre^nce  of  the 
boaid.  The  ballot  shall  be  a  paper  ticket,  which  shall  contain  written  or 
printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  the  aame*  of  the  persona  for 
whom  the  electo;  intends  to  vole,  and  ahaU  designate  the  oflic^  to  which 
each  person  so  named  is  Intended  by  him  to  be  chosen :  but  no  ballot  shall 
■contain  a  greater  number  of  names  of  persona  as  designated  to  any  office 
than  there  are  persons  to  be  chosen  at  the  election  to  fiiUsuch*  office. 

Sic. 5.  On  the  outer  aide  of  each  ballot  when  folded,  shall  appear 
written  oj  printed  ,one  of  the  following  words :  state,  congress,  or  county, 
hut  no  ballot  fo«n4  in  the  proper  box  shall  be  rejected  for  want  of  such 
endorsement. 

Sec.  6.  The  ballot  endorsed  state  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  per^ 
sons  designated  by  the  elector  for  the  offices  of  governor  lieutenant  govern- 
er,  secretnry  of  state,  sute  treasurer,  kttorney  general,  state  superinten- 
dent, senator  and  member  o[  assembly,  any  or  either  of  them.  That  en- 
dorsed congress  the  name  of  {he  person  designated  for  the  office  of  repre- 
sentative in  congress.  That  endorsed  county,  the  countyofficers  to  be  cho- 
sen at  such  election,  any  or  either  of  Ihem. 

Sec.  7.  if  at  a  general  election,  theie  be  one  or  more  vacancies  to  be 
supplied  in  the  office  ol  senator,  and  at  the  same  election  a  senator  is  to  be 
elected  /or  two  yearSyiit  •shall  be  necessary  to  designate  on  thb  ballot  of 
each  tlectot  for  whkb  term  the  person  voted  for  is  intended,  for  vyhich 
term  the  persons  i^pectl-Yely  elected  shall  serve.  And  if  at  a  general  elec* 
tion  any  pesson  named  in  a  congress  ballot  shall  be  intended  to  supply  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  sueh  representative  the  ballot  shall  designate  the 
coo^raflB  lev  which  each  person  is  intended  to  be  chosen. 

Sb«.  i6.  If  any  (wrson  o&ring  to  vote  shell  be  challenged  as  unquali- 
fied by  an  inspettor  of  elections,  ox  by  anj  othfir  person  entitled  to  vote 
at  the  amn»  poll,  tkt  board  of  inspectors  shall  deelane  to  the  person  so  chal- 
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leoged  the  4)ualificauoDs  of  Mel«ctAE.  If  uatk  penott  ahall  cUte  hinei  J 
duly  qualified,  and  Ae  challaogeahall  not  be  withdi«irtt.ofit  of  the  iMpec 
ton  vhall  then  tender  to  him  to  him  the  followiiif  <Mk : 

You  do  soleomly  iwear  (or  affirm  aa  the  case  may  be,y  thait  you  aie  a 
citizen  of  the  United  Slates  of  twenty  one  years  of  age,  (or  that  yoa  have 
declared  your  intention  to  become  a  citizen  conformably  to  the  law^  of  the 
United  States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization.)  that  you  have  resided  m 
tills  state  for  one  year  next  preceding  thh  election,  that  yoa  are  bow  t  re* 
sident  of  this  town,  (ward  or  precinct  as  the  case  may  be,)  and  that  yoa 
have  not  voted  before  at  this  election,  or  made  any  bet  relative  to,  orde- 
]iending  upon  the  result  of  this  dection. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  person  so  o&ring  to  vote,  shall  take  such  oath,  his  Tote 
bhall  be  received,  unless  it  shall  be  proved  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  a 
majority  of  the  board  of  inspectors,  that  such  person  does  not  possess  the 
qualincation  of  an  elector,  and  if  any  penon  so  challenged  shall  refuse  to 
take  the  oath  so  tendered  to  him,  his  vote  shall  be  rejected. 

Sac.  10.  If  the  person  be  chal'enged  as  convicted  of  an  mfamous 
crime  he  shall  not  be  required  to  answer  any  questions  in  relation  to  such 
a  leged  conviction ,  nor  shall  any  proof  of  such  conviction  be  received  other 
than  a  duly  authenticated  record  thereoi :  but  if  any  person  so  convicted 
ahali  vote  at  any  election  unless  he  shall  have  been  pardoned  and  restored 
to  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen,  he  shafl  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  on  conviction  shall  be  imprisoned  in  a  county  jail  for  the  term  of  six 
month?. 

▲BTICLZ    III. 

Sec.  11.  At  each  general  election  the  board  oi  inspectors  shall  provid*; 
and  keep  two  boxes  one  to  be  entitled  the  stare  box,  the  other  the  coimty 
box.

and  shall  be  locked  before  the  opening  of  the  poll,  and  the  kejra  thereof  dr>

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B«  opened  diinng  the  clectMUtfcflpt  in  the  manner  and  lor  the  porpose* 
hneinafter  mentioned. 

Sac.  13.  An  opening  shall  he-made  in  ttie  lid  ^feacfa  hox,  not  larger 
than  shall  he  sofficient  ibraaingie  closed  hallot  to  he  inserted  therein  at 
one  time  through  which  each  ballot  received  proper  to  be  placed  in  such- 
box  shall  be  inserted. 

Sac.  14.  When  the  board  shall  have  finall)'  received  the  ballot  of  an 
elector  one  or  the  inspectors  without  opening  the  same  or  permitting  it  to 
be  opened  or  examined,  shall  deposit  in  the  box  corresponding  in  title  with 
the  endorsement  on  the  ballot. 

Sec.  15.  Each  clerk  ol'thepo  1  shall  kecpapoU  list  which  shall  con- 
tain one  column  headed  names  of  voters,'  and  so  many  additional  co'umns 
as  there  ara  boxes  kept  at  the  election,  tbe  heading  of  each  additional  co- 
lumn shall  correspond    with  the  name  of  one  of  the  loxes  kept. 

Sec.  10.  The  name  of  each  elector  voting,  shall  be  entered   by  each

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  inspector  to  challenge  e\ery  per* 
son  offering  to  vote  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to  be  duly  qualilied 
a.5  an  elector. 

Ssc.  SO.  The  board  of  inspectors  shall  possess  full  povtner  and  authori- 
r  V  to  maintain  xegularity  and  order,  and  to  enforce  obedience  to  their  law 
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fnl  coimnaiidt  dmioe  an  eleetiim  tnd  4mna§  te  ttm^um  and  Mtimte  of 
the  votes,  aAer  the  closiag  of  the  poll.  And  if  any  penon  thai**  nte  to 
obey  such  commaDdBofthe  inspecton  or  hy  di«ORlerly  coadoct  in  tbeir 
presence  «r  hearing  shall  interrupt  or  diitarb  their  proeeedingt  they  may 
by  an  order  in  writing  commit  the  perse*  to  oflendimg  to  the  commoDjail 
of  the  county  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  daya. 

Ssc.  21.  Such  Older  shall  be  executed  by  any  sheriiTor  constable  to 
whom  the  same  may  be  delivered,  or  if  none  sha  1  be  pseaent,  by  any  other 
fenpn  deputed  by  such  board  in  writing. 

AHTICLS    IV. 

?E\  22.  As  soon  as  the  poll  oi  «&  election  sh dl  have  been  fioauv 
clofeeu  (he  board  of  inspectors  sha  1  immediately  proceed  to  canvas  the 
votes  given  at  such  election.  The  canvass  shall  be  public  and  continaed 
without  adjodrnment  until  fully  completed. 

S^c.  23.  The  canvass  shall  be  commenced  by  a  comparison  of  the  po  1 
lists  from  the  commencement  and  correction  ofany-mtstaWes  that  may  be 
therein  until  both  shall  be  made  to  agree.  Kach  box  shall  thoa  be  opened 
and  the  ballots  contained  therein  shall  be  taken  out  and  counted,  un-opeoed 
except  as  far  as  snaU  be  necessary  to  ascertain  that  eaph  ballot  is  single, 
and  if  two  ar  more  ballots  shall  be  found  so  folded  together  as  to  present 
the  appearance  of  a  single  bal'ot  they  sh&Il  be  laid  by  until  the  counting  of

The  canvass  beings  completed  a  statement  of  the  resti't  shall 
be  dcawn  up  in  writing  by  the  inspectors  which  they  ^hall  certify  to  be  cor- 
recr,  and  subscribe  with  their  proper  nenies  such  statement  shall  contain 
in  words  written  at  full  length  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
office  at  such  election,  the  names  of  the  persons  for  whom  such  votes  were 
given  and  the  number  of  votes  so  given,  and  the  number  of  votes  so  given 
to  each  person,  which  statement  shall  be  securely  enveloped  in  paper  and 
sealed  closely. 

Stc.  28.  Theboa'd  of  inspectors  sha'l  deliver  the  statement  so  certi- 
fied, subscribed  and  sealed  to  such  one  of  ihe  inspector*?  as  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  board  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county.

They  shall  make  a  seperate  statainent  contmuufl^  tiie  whsie 
number  of  votes  given  in  such  county  ioc  tlie  oAee  ofgoveitior,  lieutenant 
governor,  senbtor,  member  of  assen^bly^  representative  in  congress, aeciets- 
ry  of  state,  treasurer,  attorney  geneial  and  state  superiAtendent  mny  or  ei- 
ther ot'tliem  according  to  the  lacidset  forth  in  said  returns^  the  names  ot 
the  persons  to  whom  such  votes  were  given,  and  the  Qumber  o-f  votes  gir- 
en  to  each,  and  for  what  office  said  persons  received  such  votes.  Andanoili- 
er  similai'  statement  of  the  votes  for  electors  of  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent in  such  statements  the  whole  number  of  votes  given,  the  namesof  the 
candidates  and  the  number  of  votes  given  to  each  shall  be  written  oat  in 
words  at  full  length. 

bKc.  4.  Each  statement  shall  be  certified  as  correct,  and  attested  b)- 
the  signatures  of  the  c  erk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  said  two  josti«.ev 
and  filed  in  the  oifice  of  said  clerk. 

,  Sec.  5.  Upon  the  staterceuts  of  votes  given  for  county  officers  and 
members  of  assembly,  the  said  clerk  ind  justices  shall  proceed  to  determine 
wl  at  person  or  persons  have,  by  the  greatest  number  of  votes  been  duly 
elected  to  each  of  the  offices  mentioned  in  such  statement.  And  it  shall 
l>e  the  duty  ol  the  said  c  erk  to  make  out  immediately  a  certificate  of  elec- 
tion to  each  of  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  ior  mem- 
bers of  assembly  and  county  otficers  respectively  ai^d  deliver  such  cerlifi- 
cites  to  each  person  on  his  making  application  therefor.

The  clerk  of  the  board  of  su]  ervisors  shall  record  in  his  office 
all  the  statements  and  certificates  that  shall  Ip^ve  leen  made  out  bgr  him 
and  9uch  justices  as  hereio?:eiore  f'pecitied,  and.  shall  keep  a  proper  book  lor 
that  purpc  se. 
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Sbc.  8.  Of  the  statement  and  ccrtifiaate  of  the  votes  ior  the  oftee  of 
governor.  Ueutensnti  governor,  lepx^sentalivss  in  congress,  sensiors.  aecror 
tary  of  state,  treasurer^  attorney  genera},  and  state  superintendent,  or  ei^ 
ther  of  them,  he  shall  prc^pajre  three  certi&ed  copiee  mider  his  ^goaturt  and 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  his  office,  of  these  copies  he  shall  send  by  mail,  one 
to  the  governor,  oAe  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  one  to  the  treasorer  of 
state  within  fifteen  days  after  any  general  or  special  election. 

Sac,  9.  He  shall  ir^smit  to  the  secretary  of  state  within  thirty  days 
after  any  election  a  list  of  the  persons  clarted  in  the  county  ss  members  of 
assembly,  and  also  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  declared  at  such  eaur 
vass  to  be  elected  sberi^  clerk  of  the  circuit  coarrs,  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  and  coronor.^  , 

Saci  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  record  in  his 
office  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,,  each  certiiied  state- 
ment of  the  result  of  ai^  election  received  by  him  from,  a  clerk  of  a  board  of 
supervisors,  and  to  obtain  from  the  governor  and  ti'easurer  every  such  cier- 
lified  statement  received  by  either  of  tliem,  and  to  record  one  of  those  so 
obtained  for  each  county  from, which  no  similar  statement  shall  have  been 
received  by  himself.

and  another  of  the  votes  given  for  representatives  in  congress;  each  9f 
vhlch  Btatements  shall  show  the  names  of  the  persons  to  trhom  such 
votes  shall  have  heen  given  M  either  of  the  said'  offices,  ^and  the  who'e 
number  of  votes  given  to  each,  distinguishing  the  several  districts  and 
counties  in  which  they  were  given;  They  shall  certify  such  statements 
to  he  correcr,  and  subscri  be  the  same  with  their  proper  names.

He  shall  prepare  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  his  office  and 
attested  by  him  as  secretary  of  rtate  addresseu  to  the  house  of  representa- 
tives of  the  United  States,  in  '.hat  congress  for  which  any  person  or  persons 
shall  have  been  chosen,  of  the  doe  election  of  the  person  or  persons  so 
chosen  at  such  election  as  representatives  of  this  state  in  congress,  anJ  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  said  house  of  representatives  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  if  either  of  the  persons  so  chossn  at  such  election  shall  have  been  doly 
elected  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  representative  in  congress,  it 
shall  be  mentioned  by  the  secretary  io  the  statementi  and  certiiicatcs  to 
be  prepared  by  him.

5lh,  To  make  snch  contracts  as  shall  be  neceraary  to  the  exercise  of  its 
eorporate  or  adminiAtralive  powers,  and 

r>th,  To  make  such  orders  for  the  disposition,  rcjsni'ation  or  use  of  the 
corporate  property  as  may  be  conducive  to  the  interest  of  its  inhabitants. 
Sk-.  2.  No  town  shall  possess  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  ex- 
cept such  as  are  enumerated  in  this  chapter,  or  be  specially  conferred  on 
them  by  law.

Sec.  6.  Before  the  bal  ots  are  opened  they  shall  be  counted  and  com- 
p.'ired  with  the  names  upon  the  list  of  voters,  and  if  ihe  bal  ots  shall  be 
found  to  exceed  in  numbers  the  whole  niimlxir  of  votes  in  the  correspon- 
^lent  columns  of  the  po.i  lists,  they  shali  be  placed  in  the  box,  and  one  of 
the  inspectors  sha  I  publicly  draw  out  and  destroy  unopened  as  many  bal- 
Jots  as  shall  be  eqiia  to  such  excess,  ihe  ballots  cud  numbers  on  .the  poll 
Ji-sts  agreeing  or  being  made  to  agree,  the  board  shall  then  proceed  to  can- 
V  ass  and  estimate  the  votes. 

Sec.  7.  The  canva.ss  being  completed,  a  statement  of  the  result  shall 
L>e  entered  at  length  by  the  clerk  of  the  meeting  in  the  minutes  of  in  pro- 
ceedings, to  be  kept  by  him  as  before  required,  which  shall  be  publicly 
read  by  him  to  the  meeting;  and  such  reading  shall  be  deemed  notice  of 
lie  result  of  such  election  to  every  person  whose  name  shail  appear  upon 
he  poll  list  as  a  voter. 

Ssc.  ti.  The  town  cl«rk  within  ten  days  thereafter  shall  transmit  t» 
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each  penon  elected  to  mxy  town  office  whoie  Dane  ahail  not  hare  W» 
ibuiHl  apoD  the  poll  list  as  a  voter,  ajiotice  oflus  election. 

CHAPTER  V.

SccnoK  1.  No  penoo  shall  be  eligible  to  any  town  office  imlcahe 
shall  be  an  elector  of  the  towu  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  2.  Every  pecson  chosen  or  appointed  to  the  office  of  sapcrviscr, 
Tovm  clerk,  assessor  or  treasurer,  befo  e  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  within  ten  days  after  he  shall  be  notified  of  his  election,  sbsA 
take  and  subscribe  before  rhe  town  clerk  or  some  person  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
the  constitution  of  this  state  and  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discLan^ 
the  duties  of  his  office  (naming  the  same)  and  the  person  belore  grhom  such 
oath  shall  be  taken,  shall  certify  in  writing  the  day  and  year  the  came  was 
taken  and  shall  deliver  such  certificate  to  the  person  by  whom  the  oath  was 
made. 

Ssc.  3.  Such  person  within  ten  days  thereafter  and  before  eateiing 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  cause  such  certificate  to  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  town  c  erk. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  either  of  the  town  offices 
above  mentioned,  shall  not  take,  subscribe  and  file  the  oath  as  above  re- 
quired such  neglect  may  be  considered  a  refusal  to  serve  in  such  office. 

Sec  0.  Town  officers  shal  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  and  qualified  to  fill  their  places. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  cerve  in  any  one  town  office 
more  than  one  year  in  succession  provided  he  shaL  refuse  so  to  do.  But 
every  person  being  able  in  person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  oO'cc,  shall 
when  legally  chosen,  unless  legal  y  excused  from  the  same,  serve  ibr  one 
year,  or  shall  be  liable  to  a  fioc  of  ten  dol  ars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  actioa 
of  debt  by  the  treasurer  lor  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PBOTIS10KS  OF  A  OF.2rERA.L  KATVUM. 

SECTiOTt  1.  The  following  may  be  deemed  town  charges : 
let  The  compensation  of  town  officer  for  services  rendered  in  thcirie- 
•pective  towns. 
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2d.  The  contingent  expenses  necessarily  incurred  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  towns. 

3d.  Moneys  authorized  to  be  raised  by  the  vote  of  a  town  ipeeting  for 
any  t<nvn  purpoBes;  and 
4th.  Every  sum  directed  by  law  to  be  raise  lor  any  town  purpose. 
Sec.  2.  The  supervisors,  asecssors,  town  clerk  and  superlnicndent  of 
schools,  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  one  dollar  lor  each 
day  actiia  ly  employed. 

Sec.  3.  The  moneys  necessary  to  defray  the  town  charges  of  each 
town,  fhall  be  laid  upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  town  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  term  of  olUce  of  any  town  officer  shall  expire 
and  another  person  be  elected  or  appointed  to  such  oliice,  such  person  im- 
mediately afier  qualifyng  for  such  oHlce  as  the  law  requires  shall  demand 
of  his  predecessor  all  records,  books  and  papers  or  any  other  property  ap- 
}>crtaining  to  suchoihce,  be  onging  to  such  town;  and  refusing  to  deliver 
such  lecords,  books,  papers  or  other  property,  sha  1  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  recoveicd  for  the  use 
of  the  town. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

OF  TUE  LUTIEB  OF  S^P;  BYISORS. 

Sectow  1.  The  supervisors  shal"  have  charge  of,  and  provide  for  the 

town  poor,  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  law,  they  shall  ha\e  power  to  lay 

«Mit,  a! ter  and  establish  highways  in  thcii  respeciive  towns,  and  '.o  do  all 

other  business  which  by  law  is  now  conferred  on  road  cc>rnnii.s&i oners,  and 

to  organize, alter  and  establish  school  districts  in    their  te\eral  towns  and 

further  to  have  charge  of  all  such  aH'airs  of  the  town  as  not   by  law  made 

the  special  duly  oi  other  town  otncers    provided,   that  in  al-   cases   when 

aaid  board  are  called  upon  to  lay  out,  alter,  ebtabli^ih  or   dii>continue  any 

highway,  the  expen^es  shall  be  paid   by  those  au plying,  un  ess  ix  sha  1  bt 

tl^emed  lor  the  public  interest  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  and  they  shall  have  pow- 
er to  draw  their  orders  upon  the  town  treasurer  for  the  disbursement  of 
such  sunos  as  m.xy  be  necessary  for  defraying  the  incidenta.  expenses  of 
the  town:  Also  such  further  sums  as  shall  be  appropriated  and  made  pay 

i8 
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mb  e  by  law  out  of  the' town  treasury,  tbey  sball  however  keep  a  fiiU  tad 
accurate  account  of  all  expenditures  by  them  no  made  and  the  amount  n 
drawn. 

Sec.  3.  The  super^'isors  on  the  Monday  preceding  the  annual  town 
meeting  in  each  year,  shall  meet  at  the  place  of  holding  ftuch  meeiingf.to 
settle  with  the  treasurer,  and  audit  the  accounts  of  all  disbursing  officert, 
and  make  a  deiail  report  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  iown  to  the  annual 
town  meeting;  whrch  shall  be  accompanied  with  an  estimate  of  the  cur- 
rent expen&c.-'  of  *iich  town  for  the  ensuing  year.  Such  report  and  estii- 
maics  shall  be  referied  to  a  committee  of  the  electors  of  such  town,  who« 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  same  with  reference  to  the  supervisors  ac- 
counts and  duiti^i's  and  report  the  same  for  acceptance  or  otherwise  at  said 
nice  ling. 

Sec  4.  The  chairman  shall  annually  lay  before  the  board  of  county 
sin-crvisors  attes'«*d  copies  of  all  records  which  shall  require  to  be  acteil 
upon  by  that  bfjurd. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  snperviFors  of  each  town.  to«;elher  with  ti:e 
town  clerk,  plnll  coQ^tiiu'c  a  bo->rd  of  insp?ctor8oi  e  ections  and  dischiir:;? 
their  duties  as  j-uch  accord  in::  to  law. 

Sec  G.  In  cm.*-c  there  shall  be  only  one  organized  town  in  any  coiyity 
then  iuthatcaj-e  the  boanl  ol"  town  supervisors  shall  consiitutc  a  boarJ'^l 
county  supervisors  for  sr.c'.j  county.

That  the  to'.vn  clerk  of  each  town  in  this  stale  shall  -Kivr 
the  custody  of  all  reconl*.  hr.okn  arid  papers  of  the  town,  and  he  .^hitll  duly 
flic  all  c('rtifj(a',osofoath>,  and  other  papers  required  by  law  to  be  filed  in 
hiboflicc.  lie  sli'jll  be  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisojs  at  al:  their 
regular  or  special  meetings  and  transcribe  in  a  book  of  records  of  his  town. 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  every  meeting  of  the  board  of  super,  i- 
sor*  wi'h  their  duings  and*of  any  town  meeting  held  therein,  and  he  *h.iri 
enter  in  such  book  every  order  or  direction  all  rules  and  regulations  made 
by  any  such  town  meeting. 

Sec  2.  The  town  clerk  immediately  after  the  qualifying  of  any  con- 
stable chosen  or  appointed  in  their  respective  towns  shall  i^eturn  to  th* 
clerk  of  their  respective  counties  the  name  of  such  constable. 
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Sic.  3.  If  aay  town  clerk  sLall  wilfi^Uy  omit  to  xnakt  such  retnm, 
tuch  omittipn  it  hereby  declared  to  be  a  mUdemetDor  aad  on  conviction 
thereof  the  per^n  so  offending  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceed' 
ing  ten  dollars. 

Ssc.  4.  Immediately  al^er  the  completion  of  any  assessment  roll  the 
town  clerk  shall  make  oat  a  duplicate  or  transcript  of  the  same  together 
with  a  precept  in  the  n»m6  of  the  state  under  his  hand  and  seal  directed  to 
the  treasurer  yf  the  town,  commanding  him  to  collect  the  taxes  charged  in 
such  transcript  by  demanding  payn^ent  of  the  persons  charged  therein  if 
within  hia  town,  and  making  sale  of  their  goods  and  chattels  according  to 
law,  and  the  town  clerk  shall  in  like  manner,  require  of  the  treasurer  to 
pay  over  to  the  county  treasurer  the  amount  by  him  so  collected  on  ac- 
count of  county  and  state  taxes  at  such  time  and  in  such  sums  as  may  be 
expressed  therein  according  to  law  and  to  make  return  of  his  precept    to- 
gether with  his  doings  thereon  to  the  town  clerk  on  or  bel'ore  the  fifteenth 
il.iy  of  January  next  following. 

Sic.  5.  Copies  of  all  papers  du'y  lilcd  in  the  ofiice  of  the  town  clerk 
and  transcript  from  the  book  of  records,  cerlilied  by  him,  shall  be  evid«Jnce 
in  all  courts  in  like  manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced. 

Ssc.  C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  on  the  reception  of  the 
C':>rrectcd  assessment  roil,  and  the  anjount  of  county  tax  to  be  paid  by  his 
tu-.vn,  forthwith  to  calculate  and  carry  out  the  amount  of  taxes  includinu: 
town  and  county  taxe»in  an  addiiiunal  column  or  that  purpose  prepared 
in  the  assessment  roll  opposite  to  the  several  sums  set  down  as  the  valua- 
tion of  real  and  personal  estate. 

Skc.  7.  The  town  clerk  of  every  town  shall  take  for  the  use  of  tlie 
I  own  one  copy  of  each  newspaper  printed  in  the  county   in  which  such 
town  is  located  which  paper  shall  be  safely   prc.erved  with  the  boyks  of  . 
the  town  ard  bound  in  volumes  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  supervisors  oi 
I  he  town. 

CIIAPTKU  IX.

respectively  and  shall  appraise  tbe  a  -me  at  its  tnie  cash  value. 

Sxc.  3.  He  sh  ill  prepare  an  assessment  ro  I  in  which  he  shall  sK 
down  in  separate  columns  and  according  to  the  best  information  in  h» 
power. 

Ist,  The  name/iof  all  taxable  inhabitants  of  his  town. 

2d,  A  correct  description  of  the  lands  or  lots  subject  to  taxation. 

3d,  The  number  of  acres  and  parts  of  acres. 

4th,  The  value  of  such  lands  and  all  the  improvements  thereon,  and, 

5th,  The  amount  of  al!  personal  property  subject  to  taxation. 

Sxc.  4.  The  a.s^c{5?ors  shall  complete  their  asse»smcnr  ro  Is  in  theit 
respective  towns  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year  and  shall 
then  forthwith  caase  notice  thereof  to  be  posted  up  at  three  or  more  public 
places  in  their  towns. 

Sxc.  5.  Such  notice  ^^hail  set  forth  that  the  assessor  has  completed 
his  assessment  roll  and  ih.ita  copy  thereof  is  left  at  some  place  f)  bespeci- 
fied  therein  where  the  same  may  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  of  tlie  in 
habitantsof  the  town  during  twenty  da>s,  and  that  the  assessor  will  dm^t 
on  such  a  day  and  at  such  a  place  (naming  them)  to  review  the  asses* 
mcnt  on  the  app  ication  of  any  person  considering  himself  aggrieved. 

Sft.  6.  The  assessor  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  specified  id  tli* 
notice  and  make  all  such  alterations  in  the  assessment  roll  as  shall  he 
shewn  to  be  reasonable  l»y  any  person  considering  himself  aggrieved  by  hi* 
assessment,  but  in  all  c^^es  the  assessor  may  require  such  person  or  aig'^  t 
to  make  aiiiidavit  of  chu  f^cts  in  relation  to  his  assessment  it  be  dt^m  ^' 
necessary. 

Sx- .  7.  The  affidavit  specified  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  ma<'v 
Ijefore  the  assessor,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  for  that 
pui7>ose,  and  the  assessor  sha  1  cause  all  such  affidavits  to  be  filed  io  the  o!- 
fice  of  the  town  clerk. 

Sxc.  8.  After  having  corrected  the  assessment  roll  as  herein  prtyvidrd 
The  assessor  shall  sign  the  saineand  shall  attaeh'theiato  a  certificate  iatke 
following  form  which  shall  also  be  signed  by  him,  via :

9woni  to  by  the  owners  or  postessors  tbf^eof  (  have  appraised  the  same 
under  my  oath  as  assessor  according  to -law* 

CHAPTJER  X. 

BOTtES  OV  THJ5  TOWK  SUPERllfTCltDAltT  Of  COHMOST  SCBOOLB. 

Saeriov  1.  ttshalrbethe  duty  of  the  soperintendant  of  eommon 
schools  to  examine  a  1  teachers  and  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  hi«  town  at 
least  once  in  each  quarter.  It  shall  be  his  duty  in  visiting  such  schools 
to  exannine  into  the  condition  of  such  school  both  as  respects  the  progress 
of  the  scholar^in  leaniing  and  good  order  and  to  give  his  advice  and  di- 
rection to  the  trustees  and  teacher  as  to  the  governnaent  of  such  school  and 
the  books  to  be  used,  and  the  couree  of  studies  to  be  pursued  therein. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  examination  of  the  teacher  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
euperintendant  to  ascertain  the  qualification  of  the  candidate  as  to  moral 
character,  learning  and  ability  and  if  on  examination  of  such  candidates  the 
saperintendent  be  satisfied  that  the  candidate  poeseMCs  the  required  quali' 
/icationa  he  shall  give  such  candidate  a  certificate  of  approbation. 

Svc.  3  The  said  superintendant  shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to 
reexamine  each  and  every  teacher  in  his  to\%-n  for  the«  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining his,  her  or  their  qoalitications  to  continue  as  such  teacher  and  on 
such  re-examination  the  superintendant  may  annul  or  revoke  any  ccrtili- 
cate  given  by  him  or  his  predecessor,  giving  the  trustees  of  such  dierrici 
five  days  notice  thereof. 

Sbc.  4.  The  superintendant  of  common  schools  shall  in  ail  cases  be 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  state  superintendant  of  public  in* 
struetioa  and  shall  whenever  called  on  by  the  state  soperintendant  give 
any  information  in  his  possession  relating  to  the  several  schools  in  bis 
town. 

Seo.  d.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ol&ce  of  the  superintendant  of  eew. 
<non  BchooUfrom  any  cause  whatever,  the  town  clerk  sha  1  act  as  w€h  sn- 
perintenda«it  and  do  and  perform  a  1  the  dntiee  taqmred  by  law  of  tbt  saifft 
•uperiotendaot. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

RXLATINO    TO    THK    DUTIES    OF  TOWJI'    TREASUKIR. 

SxcTioK  1.  The  town  treAsazer  aktil  within  ten  days  after  notiot  oihim 
election  and  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  hie  office,  file  with  the 
town  clerk  his  bond  to  the  supen'isors  of  such  tows  with  one  or  more  suf- 
ticent  sureties  to  be  approved  by  said  supervisors  in  the  penal  sura  of  doa- 
ble the  amount  of  the  sumR  voted'  to  be  raised  at  the  town  meeting  at 
which  he  wds  eleeted.  And  shall  also  before  he  shall  receive  the  tax  lisi 
and  warrant  annexed -make  and  execute  to  the  supervisors  aforesaid  a  boQ<l 
with  good  and  sufEcient  sureties  in  double  the  amount  of  the  coaaty  aul 
etate  taxes  to  be  collected  in  his  town  both  of  said  bonds  cooditiooed  icr 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  both  a^  treasurer  of  such  town  and  h*^ 
collector  of  the  assessments  in  said  town.  And  shall  also  take  and  »uw- 
scribe  before  such  clerk  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  Unite^l 
biuies  and  constitution  of  the  state  of  VVieconsm  and  foithful  y  todischarg*- 
the  duties  pertaining  to  his  oflice  as  prespribed  by  law  according  to  :Ue 
beet  of  his  ability,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  by  said  clerk  together  wiih 
hixiiX  bond. 

Skc-  a.  upon  receipt  of  the  aFse&sment  roll  for  the  current  year  \\i'\i 
the  tax  list  and  warrant  annexed,  the  treasurer  ^hall  forthwith  post  ttv 
Notices  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  such  town  that  tl.e  taxes  IomcJ 
iu  such  town  are  placed  in  his  hands  for  coiieciion,  and  thiii  tke  tiiXf  ^ 
charged  therein  are  sub  eel  to  payment  at  his  i>iiieet  or  tender  of  the  ««"!:?«■ 
at  any  time  previous  to  the  lAth  day  of  Novevnber  in  cuch  year. 

iSxo.  3.  On  all  taxes  so  paid  or  tendered  at  the  oifice  of  such  trea$!ir«*r 
previous  to  said  l.')th  day  of  November,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trcafeu^er 
to  demand  and  receive  from  the  person  so  paying  one  per  ceolun  for  h»<!> 
fees. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  treasurer  shall  after  the  said  15th  day  of  No\emt'*'r 
proceed  to  collect  all  taxes  charged  in  such  assessment  and  remaioing  »ia- 
paid  by  demanding  the  same  of  the  persons  charged  there  with  or  upon  ?'k< 
pwmiies  charged  therein,  and  in  case  of  payment  on  such  demand  it  sh^r. 
he  law/ul  for  the  treasureo-  to  demand  from  the  person  paying  the  saunc  6-.r 
4)ei  eeaturo  on  the  amount  so  charged. 

Srg.  •'-.  In  case  of  assessment  of  taxes  in  grofs  upon  anytmct  ex  i«t 
•X  land,  the  treasurer  shall  upon  application  of  any  elaimant  to  arxT  r*ait 
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thereof  whether  hie  interest  he  divided  or  ondivied  receire  a  ^rt  of  the  fax 
fharged  thereon  proportienate  to  the  part  of  such    lot  or  tract  to  own- 
ed or  claimed,  and  the  balance  of  the  taY  charged  thereon  shall  be  a  lien 
only  on  the  balance  of  such  tract  or  lot  of  land. 

Sso.  0.  In  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  pay  soeh  ta^x  or  any  part  there- 
of on  demand  aa  provided  in  section  4  it  khalt  be  lawful  (or  said  treasurer 
to  levy  the  same  by  distress  of  the  goods  and  chatteU  of  the  person  charged 
therewith. 

Seo.  7.  The  treasurer  shall  give  public  notice  by  posting  in  three  or 
more  public  places  in  such  town  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale  coa- 
tainiug'  a  description  of  such  property,  which  notice  shall  he  posted  up  at 
least  six  days  previous  to  the  day  of  sale,  Avhlch  sale  shall  le  by  public 
auction. 

Sso.  8.  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  trcaFurer  to  deduct  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  the  amount  of  tax  char<;ed  aud  for  which  sale  was  made 
together  with  ten  per  centum  on.  the  amount  to  charged  and  fifty  cents  for 
a^ivertising. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  property  destrained  sh-ill  be  sold  for  more  than  the 
amount  of  laxos  and  costs  of  sale  the  surplus  shall  be  returned  to  the  per- 
son Irom  whom  the  property  was  taken,  on  demand. 

Sec.  10.  If  no  goods  or  chattels  can  be  found  out  of  which  to  make 
the  taxes  charged  upon  any  la/nls  or  town  lots  or  if  sudicient  goods  and 
chattels  cannot  be  found,  the  said  tieasurer  thai!  on  or  belore  the  JMhday 
of  January  then  next,  return  his  tranfccrip^  ro  1  togeiher  with  his  doings 
thereon  to  the  town  dork's  o.Ticr.  said  returns  shall  ppecily, 
1st,  Tbe  amount  of  all  ta-\es  by  him  so  collecied.

Nothing  herein  contained 
skall  be  construfHl  to  confer  on  the  boards  of  supervisors  any  power  to 
grant  any  corporate  privileges  to  any  person  oritersons  whatever.

They  may  also  give  such  direction  and  make  such  provis- 
ion as  they  shall  deem  necessary  in  relation  to  the  prosecution  or  defrnce 
of  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  which  the  district  may  be  a  party  or  inter- 
ested. 

DISTRICT  OFFICERS,  THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Sec  28.  The  officers  of  each  school  district  shall  be  a  moderator,  di- 
rector and  treasurer,  who  shaft  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  annual 
meeting  next  following  their  election  or  appointment,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  chosen  and  filed  their  aqceptance.  but  not  beyom^ 
ten  days  after  the  time  of  a  second  annual  meeting  after  their  election  or 
appointment  without  being  again  elected  or  appointed. 

'  MODERATOR. 
Sfc.  29.  The  moderator  shall  have  power,  and  it  shaJl'  be  his  duty  to 
preside  at  all  meetings  ot  the  district,  to  sign  all  warrants  for  the  collec- 
tion  of  tax  bil  s  after  they  shall  have  been  prepared  and  signed  by  the  di- 
rector and  to  countersign  aJ  ordera  upon  tho  treasnier  for  moneys  to  he 
diibaxBed  by  the  district  and  a'l  warrants  of  the  director  upon  the  town, 
ship  treasurer  for  moneys  raised  for  district  purposes  or  appontioaed  to  ike^ 
ilittriet  by  the  town  cleric    But  if  the  moderator  ihall  be  ateait  fios  «t 


iiitrict  meeting,  the  qualified  vottn  may  e*ect  a  suitable  petaon  to  piendr 
«t  the  meeting. 

Stc.  30.  If  at  "any  dktrict  meeting  avy  peiaon  Ahall  «oiidaet  hioMelf 
in  a  diionlerly  manner,  and  after  notice  from  tbe  person  presiding,  shall 
penist  therein,  the  presiding  officer  may  order  him  to  withdraw  from  the 
Meeting  and  on  his  refusal  may  order  any  constable  or  other  person  or  per- 
sons, to  take  him  into  custody  until  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned. 

Sec.  31.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  withdraw  froai  such  meet, 
iog  on  being  so  ordered,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  or  who  shali 
wilfiiUy  disluib  such  meeting,  shall  for  every  such  ofience  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  to  be  recovered  by  the  district  in  an  action  of 
debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county. 

TREASURER. 

Sec  .32.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  over  all  moneys  in  his  hands  be- 
longing to  the  district  on  the  warrant  of  the  director,  countersigued  by  the 
moderator  and  shall  co  Icct  all  tax  bil  s  for  tuition  and  fuel,  in  obediencc- 
to  the  command  contained  in  the  warrant  annexed  thereto.        , 

Sec.  C3.  In  case  any  person  shall  neglecl  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount 
on  such  tax  bill  for  which  he  is  liable  oa  domanJ,  the  treasurer  shall  col- 
lect the  same  by  distress  and  sale  of  any  goods  or  chattels  ol  such  person 
wherever  found  within  any  county  in  which  the  district  or  any  part  thereof 
is  situated. 

Sec  34.  The  treasurer  shall  give  at  least  ten  days  notice  of  such  sale 
by  posting  up  written  notice  Uiereof  in  three  public  places  in  the  town 
where  such  property  shall  be  sold. 

Se:.  35.  At  the  expiration  of  his  warrant  the  treasurer  shall  make 
a  return  thereof  in  writing  with  the  tax  bill  attached,. to  the  director  stating 
the  amount  on  said  lax  bill  collected,  the  amounl  uncollected,  and  the  names- 
of  the  persons  from  whom  collections  have  not  been  made. 

Skc.  3G.  The  treasurer  shall  appear  for  and  oa  behalf  of  the  district 
in  all  suits  brdught  by  and  against  the  same.  When  no  other  direction- 
aha'I  be  given  by  the  qualified  vomers  in  distri<  t  meeting  except  in  suits  in 
which  he  is  inteie«ted  adversely  to  the  district,  and  insa  I  such  eases  the  di- 
rector shall  appear  for  such  district  if  no  other  direction  be  given  as  afore- 
said.

The  taperiatemkiit  before  mttkingihit  inmAl'rtpoii  tcftbv 
eoimty  clerk  thall  examtne  the  record  of  tesichers  to  whefilf  eefUAcates 
Imve  been  giTen  by  tbera,  and  if  in  any  tchool  district  a  school  shall  not 
have  been  tansht  for  three  months  during  the  preceding  school  y«af  by  a 
qualified  teacher  no  part  of  the  public  money  shall  be  distributed  torsaeh 
district,  although  the  report  from  such  distict  shall  set  forth  that  a  school 
has  been  so  taught  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  certify  thefacis 
in  relation  to  any  such  district  in  their  report  to  the  county  clerk. 

Sec.  68.  Whenever  it  bhall  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  form  a  dis- 
trict from  two  or  more  sdjoining  towns,  the  supervisors  may  form  such 
district,  and  direct  which  town  clerk  shall  make  and  deliver  the  notice  of

S«c.  124.  For  the  purpose  of  apportioning  the  income  of  the  schoo' 
fund  among  the  several  towns  a  district  situated  in  part  in  two  or  more 
towns  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  town  to  which  the  annual  ^^ 
port  of  the  director  is  required  to  be  made  but  money  raised  in  any  one  of 
such  \omntt  for  the  support  of  schollars  therein  shall  be  apportioned  to  the 
districts  atad  t>arts  of  iclistricfs  therem  acconlin^  to  the  number  ©f  ehildrea 
of  priper  age  in  each. 
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Sx«.  125.  The  qaalified  voten  of  any  town  may  by  vote,  att^animv 
t(  (own  meeting,  raite  by  tax  a  turn  not  exceeding  fiity  cents  for  every 
ichollar  in  tbe  town  between  the  aget  of  four  and  twenty  yean,  for  thr 
support  of  common  schools  in  the  toWn,  i&a<fdftJ6n  to  the  taxes  herei^be-- 
fore  required  to  be  raised  for  that  purpose,  and  such  tax  shall  be  levi^,  tot-* 
leered  and,  returned  in  the  same  ^^ucer  as  town  taxes  are  levied  C9l|ecteif  •  . 
and  returned. 

Sxc.  120.  Whenever  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  school  dis- 
trict at  any  regular  meeting,  sha  1  express  a  preference  toUave  other  fan- 
guages  taught  in  connection  with   the  Englibh   language,  it  shall  be  the  ' 
privilege  of  the  district  board  to  emp'oy  a  teacher  qualified  for  that  piirpctee'- ' 
and  sach  district  shall  have  their  regular'  share  of  tbe  pub  Ic  monies. 

Sxc.  127.  All  schools  coming  under  the  provisions 'of  this  aci  shall 
be  free  and  without  charge  for  tuition  toa'l  chi  dren  between  the  ages  of 
four  and  twenty  years. 

Sec  128.  That  whenever  any  school  district  shall  vote  a  tax  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  the  qaestlon  shall  be  tfi/ken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
which  shall  be  duly  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  sard 
district.  •  '  ' 

Sec.  129.  This  act  sliall  take  effect  innmeili'ately  succeeding  the  next 
annual  town  meetings  in  this  slate  and  all  other  acts  relating  to  commoa 
schools^  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  expire  at  that 
time.

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AN  ACT  to  aalhorize  the  coo^tractioa  of  Plank  and  Turnpiki 

Roads. 
TtiB  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconstn,  Tcprescnted  in  Senate  and 

Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Ss  TTON  X,  Any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  five  may  be  formed 
into  a  corporation  for  the  purpoEe  of  constructing  and  owning  a  plank 
road  or  a  turnpike  road  by  complying  with  the  foUowing  re  .uirejientt: 
notice  shall  be  given  in  at  Icist  one  newspaper  printed  in  each  coaatj 
Through  which  said  road  is  intended  to  be  constructed  of  the  time  and  p!t« 
or  places  where  books  for  subscribing  to  the  stock  of  eaid  road  wili  bt 
opened  and  when  stock  to  the  amount  of  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  for 
«very  mile  of  the  road  so  intended  to  be  built  shall  be  in  good  faith  sub- 
scribed, and  fi^e  per  cent,  paid  thereon^  as  hereinafter  required,  then  tht 
said  subscribers  may  upon  due  and  proper  notice  elect  directors  for  tht 
■aid  company,  and  tlicrctipon  they  shall  severally  subscribe  articles  of  as- 
sociation in  which  &hali  be  set  forth  the  name  of  the  company,  the  number 
•f  years  that  the  same  ia  to  continue,  which  shall  not  exceed  thirty  years 
from  the  dale  of  sjid  artic  es,  whether  it  is  a  plank  road  or  a  turnpike, 
which  the  company  is  formed  to  construct  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company,  ilic  number  of  .sluires  of  which  the  said  stock  &hall  con- 
sist, the  number  of  direc.ors,  and  their  names,   who   shall    manage  tht 
concerns  of  the  company  Jbr  the  first  year,  and  shall  hold  their  oifxes  until 
others  are  electc.i,  the  place  from  and  to  which  the  proposed  road  is  to  bt 
constrncted  un'J  cich  toM'n,  city  or  \iUa*e  throtigh  which  it  is  intended  to 
pass,  and  ir^  length  as  near  as  may  be.  each  subscriber  to  such  articles  of 
associ  ition^hall  s'lb^cribe  thereto  his  name  And  place  of  ne^idence,  asd  th« 
number  ol  shires  of  stock  tak«fn  by  him  in  said  company,  the  said  articles 
ai  association  Kiay  upon  complyi:»g  with  the  provisions  of  the  next  ecc- 
tion  be  fi  ed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  stat«;  and  thereupon  the  per- 
•ons  who  have  so  subscribed,  and  all  persons  who  sha'l  from  time  to  tiiiM 
i»ecoine  «tockholders  in  such  company  shall  be  a  body  corporate  by  th« 
fiia.ne  specified  in  such  articles,  and  shall  possess  the  powers  and  priril^^es 
and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  hcreinafler  contained. 
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Sk.  2.  Such  articles  of  aasQciation  shall  not  be  filed  in  thf  ofllce  oC 
the  secretary  of  state,  until  five  per  cent,  on  the  ana«unt  of  the  stock 
subscribed  thereto,  shall  have  heen  actually  and  in  good  faith  paid  in  cash 
to  the  directors  named  in  such  articles,  nor  until  there  is  endorsed  thereon, 
orsfloeied  thereto,  an  affidavit  made  by  at  least  three  ol  the  directors  n^m- 
ed  io  such  artic  es,  that  the  amount  of  capital  stock  required  by  the  first 
sflctioo  ha6  been  subscribed,  and  that  five  per  cent  on  the  amount  has  ac:u- 
tlly  been  paid  in. 

Sec.  3.  A  copy  of  any  articles  of  associations  filed  in  pursuance  of  this 
set  with  a  copy  of  the  allidavit  aforesaid  endorsed  thereon,  or  annexed 
rbeieto,  and  cCiiified  to  be  a  ';opy  by  the  secretary  of  this  Siute,  shall  in  ail 
courts  and  plucos  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  incorporation  of  such 
company,  and  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Sec  4.  Whenever  any  such  company  shall  be  desirous  to  construct  » 
pfank  road  through  any  part  of  any  county,  it  shall  miiic  application  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  at  any  meeting  thpjeoi  legally 
heldj  fo.  autliunty  to  lay  out  an^t  construct  such  road  and  take  real  cstaie 
oece^saiy  for  eucli  purpose  and  the   apidicniion  shall  bei  iortU  the  route 
and  character  of  the  pro])ObcJ  road  as  the  scnne  bhall  have  been  described 
in  the  articles  of  associniion  tiled  as  aforesaid.     Public  notice  ot  the  appli- 
cation shall  be  gi\eii  by  the  comj^any  previous  to  presenting  the  same  to 
such  board  by  publibliirig  such  uolice  once  in  each  week  for  fcix  successive 
weeks  jn  nil  the  public  uewspapers  printed  in  such  county,  or  m  three  of 
such  ne'.v><pip«Ms  if  more  thm  three  arc  published  in  s>Lsch  county,  which 
ttoiice  shall   ^pt'cify  tlie  time  when  such  applicition  will  be  presented  to 
such  board,  the  character  of  the  proposed  road,  and  each  towii,  city,  and 
▼li/age  ill  or  thro'igh  v\hich  it  is  proposed  la  cjnstru.t  the  same. 

Sec.  0.  If  such  company  shall  desire  a  special  meeiing  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  for  he  rin*:  the  same,  and  three  members  of  such  board  may 
fix  the  time  of  such  meeting,  and  a  notice  thereof  shall  be  bCrved  on  each 
oi*the  other  supervk^ors  ol  the  county,  by  delivering  the  same  to  him  per- 
sonally or  by  leaving  it  at  his  place  of  residence  at  least  twenty  days  be- 
fore th*  day  appoin'ed  for  such  mee-ing.  The  expenses  of  buch  special 
meeting  and  of  notifying  the  members  of  such  board  thereof,  shall  be  paid 
by  £uch  company. 

Skc.   C.  Upon  the  hearing  of  Such  application  all  persons  residing  ia 
0uch  county  or  owning  rca'  estate  in  any  of  the  towns  through  which  it  is 
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proposect  to  conitroer  soch  road  may  appear  and  he  bean!  in  respect  there* 
To.  Sueh  "board  may  take  testimony  in  respect  to  sucli  application,  or  may 
authorize  it  to  be  taken  by  any  judicial  officer  of  «uch  count}',  and  it  may 
adjourn  the  bearing  from  time  to  time. 

Sbc.  7.  If  after  the  hearing  of  such  application  said  board  shall  be  of 
the  opinion  that  the  public  interest  will  be  promoted  by  the  construction 
ofisach  road  on  the  proposed  route  as  shall  be  described  in  the  application 
it  may.  il  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  such  board  shall  assent 
thereto  by  an  order  to  be  entered  in  its  minutes  authorize  such  company  to 
construct  Fuch  a  road  upon  the  route  specified  in  the  application  and  to 
take  the  real  estate  necessary  to  be  used  for  that  purpose,  a  copy  of  which 
order.  ceriiHed  by  the  clerk  of  such  board,  the  said  company  shall  cause  to 
be  recorded  in  the  clerks  oflicc  ol  such  county  before  it  shall  proceed  to  do 
any  act  by  virtue  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  such  board  shall  grant  such  application  it  shall 
appoint  three  *disin!ere3ted  persons  who  are  not  owners  of  rea   estate  in 
any  town  throu'^h  which  said  road  shall  be  proposed  to  be  constructed, or 
in  any  town  adjoiniiicj  snch  town,  dommijsfcioners  to  'ay  out  such   roadj 
the  said  ccniniii-sioneis  alter  t.«king  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  constitution, 
shall  proceed  wiihont  unnete-sary  delay  to  lay  out  the  route  of  such  road, 
in  such  manner  as  in  their  opinion  will  besi  promote  the  public  interest; 
they  shall  hear  all  persims  interested  who  shall  aj  ply  to  them  to  be  beard  j 
th«y  may  take  tei?tin[iony  in  relution  thereto,  they  shall  cause  an  accurate 
survey  and  descripiion  to  be  made  of  such  route  and  of  the  land  necessary 
to  be  taken  by  such  company  for  the  construction  of  such  road  and  the  ne- 
cessary buildinj^s  and  tjatet?,  ihey  shall  subscribe  such  survey  and  acknowl- 
edge its  execution,  as  the  execution  of  deeds  is  required  to  be  acknowle«lg- 
cd,  in  order  thai  they  maybe  recorded,  and  they  shall  cause  such  survey 
to  be  recorded  in  the  oflice  of  register  of  such  county.     If  such  company 
shall  intend  to  construct  its  road  conimuously  in  or  through  more  than  one 
county  such  application  shall  specify  the  number  of  commissioners  which 
the  company  desiie  lo  have  appoi/ited  to  lay  out  such  road  which  shall  not 
€xceed  three  for  each  county,  and  an  equal  number  of  such  commissioners

enclosure  or  yards  necessary  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  such  building 
without  the  consent  of  (he  owner,  nor  shall  any  such  company  bridge  any 
stream  where  the  same  is  navigable  for  ves&eU  or  steambodis,  or  in  any 
manner  that  will  prevent  or  endanger  the  passage  ol  any  raft  of.  twenty- 
tive  feet  in  width. 

bxc.  10.  No  plank  road  shall  be  made  on  the  roadway  of  any  char- 
tered turnpike  company  without  the  consent  of  sucrh  company,   and  any 
plank  road  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  have  power  to  contract 
with  any  turnpike  company  for  tie  purchase  of  the  roadway  or  part  of  the 
roadwaiy  of  such  turnpike  company  on  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  on  j  whenever  a  plank  road  shall  be  made  as  provided  in  this  act 
on  or  adjoining  the  rout  of  any  turnpike  road,  the  company  owning  such 
turnpike  road  is  authorized  to  abandon  that  portion  of  their  road  on  or  ad- 
Joining  the  route  of  which  a  plank  road  is  actually  constructed  and  u^ed ; 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  permit  any  plank 
road  from  crossing  any  turnpike  road,  nor  any  turnpike  road  from  crossing 
«ny  plank  roao. 

Skc.  1 J .  The  route  so  laid  out  and  surveyed  by  the  said  commission^ 
«ra  ahall  be  the  route  of  such  road,  and  such  company  may  enter  upon 
fake  and  hold,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  such  lands  as  the 
•aid  survey  shall  describe  as  being  necessary  for  the  construction  of  such 
road,  and  the  necessary  buildings  and  gates.  But  before  entering  upon  any 
9f  auch  lands,  the  company  shall  purchase  the  same  of  the  owner  thereofi 
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which  such  highways  is  situated,  oi  a  majority,  if  thcM  be  mora  thai  oir 
sach  coinmiaaicMiflr  ill  such  town,  anay  agree  with  saoh  compasj  ipoi 
the  compensatioB  aad  daaaagea  to  be  p^d  by  said  eompany,  for  takinf  and 
using  such  highway  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  Such  agreement  shiHbr 
in  writing  and  frhall  be  filed  and  reeorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  surl 
town.  In  cafe  such  agreement  cannot  be  nSade  the  conepensatioo  aiw 
damages  for  taking  such  highway  ibr  such  purposes,  shall  be  ascerlaioed 
in  the  same  manner,  as  the  compensation  and  damages  for  taking  the  prop* 
erty  of  individuals.  ■  Such  compensation  and  damages  shall  be  paid  to  the 
sai^  commissioners,  to  be  expended  by  them  in  improving  the  highwaT* 
of  snch  town. 

Sac  27.  Any  party  interested  in  any  aoeh  verdict  may  within  tivrn- 
Xy  days  after  be  notified  of  the  rendition  thereof,  apply  to  the  circait  court 
for  a  new  trial,  and  it  may  be  granted  upon  such  terms  as  to  the  co&t^  c:' 
the  application,  and  of  the  first  trial,  as  that  court  shall  deem  reasonaUe 
If  a  new  trial  shall  be  granted,  a  jury  sliall  be  drawn  therefor,  aiid  tit 
same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sac.  28  Within  forty  dAys  after  the  rendition  of  any  such  verdict,  ii 
a  new  trial  shall  i»oT  be  applied  for,  .the  company  shall  pay  to  the  pernor, 
cntiiled  to  receive  the  same,  the  amount  thereof,  or  shall  muke  a  legal  iei> 
der  thereof  to  him,  if  he  shall  re!u»c  to  receive  the  same ;  and  the  compaii; 
may  thereupon  enter  upon  the  lands  in  res}^ct  to  which  such  verdict  ^tW 
rendered,  and  take  and  ho  d  the  same  to  it  and  its  assigns  so  long  *s  t\ 
fthall  be  used  for  the  purposes  of'  such  road  as  such  company  was  formei 
\9  eonstruet. 

S.c.  29.  If  any  person  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  of  any  »iu"r. 
x^rdeet  be  not  n  rei<ident  of  this  state  or  eannot  be  toand  therein  after  di!.- 
^ent  search,  the  company  may  furnish  to  the  said  judge  satislactory  pro^>r 
by  affidavit,  of  such  facr,  and  he  shall  thereupon  make  an  order,  that  tin 
amount  of  such  verdict  be  ]nid  to  the  tieaanrrer  of  the  county  in  Mhirh 
the  land  lies  in  respect  to  which  such  verdict  was  rendered  for  the  use  .•; 
such  owner,  end  that  notice  of  such  payment  shall  be  given  by  puUishin£ 
-the  same  once  in  each  w^ek.  fbr  six  successive  wrecks  In  a  newspaper  pv. 
liirtied  in  the  county,  if  there  be  any,  if  thei-e  be  none,  then  in  a  paper  at  tV 
c«pitol  of  the  state,  on  satisfactory  proof  being  made  to  the  said  jwlge  l-v 
aiiidavit  within  thee  months  from  the  time  of  mnkivg  the  last  mc&tiaiieid 
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ntdn,  o^mkch  payment  am!  publication,  he  ahalt  make  an  order  authorizing 
the  company  to  fake  and  hold  the  land  in  respect  to  which  anch  verdict  \ras 
reodered,  in  the  same  maimer  and  with  the  same  efliect  as  if  such  payment 
had  been  made  lo  the  owner  personally.

Ssc.  3t.  Every  plank  road  made  by  virtue  of  this  art,  sha.l  be  laid 
out  at  least  four  rods  wide,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  make  secure 
mid  maintain  a  smooth  and  permanent  road  the  track  of  which  shall  be 
made  of  timber,  p  anfc  or  otlierhard  material,  so  that  the  same  shall  form 
a  hard  and  even  surface,  and  be  so  constructed  as  to  permit  carriages  and 
tt  ler  vehicles  conveniently  and  easily  to  pass  each  other,  and  also  so  as  to 
j>ermil  all  carriages  to  pass  on  and  off  where  such  road  is  intersected  by 
>ther  ioad«. 

Slc.  21  Every  turnpike  road  that  shall  be  constructed  by  virtue  of 
hi4  aot  shall  bs  aid  at  least  fonr  rods  wMe,  and  shall  bs  bedded  wilh 
toae,  gtwk'ei  or  SQcb  other  mattnal  as  may  bs  found  on  the  line  thcrssf 
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and  iae«d  with  broken  stone  or  gnvel,  so  u  to  fotm  a  hard  and  em  m- 
face  with  good  and  sofficient  ditehei  on  each  aide  whenerer  the  nmt  n 
practicable.  The  arch  or  bed  of  such  road  shall  be  at  leaat  eigbteen  left 
wide,  ^d  shall  be  so  constructed  as  To  permit  carriages  and  other  vchicln 
conveniently  to  pass  each  other,  and  to  pass  on  and  off  such  tun  pike 
where  it  may  be  intersected  by  other  roads. 

Sec  33.  In  each  county  of  this  slate  in  which  there  ahall  be  anr 
plank  road»  or  turnpike  road,  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  there  shall 
be  three  inspectors  of  such  roads,  who  shall  not  be  interested  in  any  plaoi 
or  turnpike  road  in  such  county.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  ot 
supervisors  of  the  county,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  picasuif 
of  such  board.  Before  entering  on  their  duties,  such  inspectors  shall  take 
and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and  file  the  aame  ia  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  ot  the  county. 

Whenever  any  such  company  shall  have  coropleied  their 
road,  or  any  five  consecutive  miles  thereof,  it  may  apply  to  any  two  oi  th^ 
inspectors  to  be  appointed  pursuant  to  this  act,  in  the  county  wheie  iui 
road,  or  apart  thereof,  so  completed  and  to  be  inspected  is  located,  to  iospt^' 
the  same,  or  if  such  inspectors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  satisfied  on  is 
spection  that  the  road  so  inspected  is  made  and  completed  according  totbe 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act.  They  shall  grant  a  certificate  to  tbs: 
effect,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  f 
the  county.  The  inspectors  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  per  dav  kn  taej.* 
services  pursuant  to  this  section,  to  be  paid  by  the  company  whose  roa."

Sxc.  35.  Upon  filing  as  aforesaid  such  certificate,  the  company  ov2 
ing  any  pbmk  road  so  inspected  may  erect  one  or  more  toll  gates  uf^'

To  tbe  HoBoiable  the  Senate  aod'  House  of  Bepresentaltrefl  of 
tfae  United  Slates  in  Oongress  assembled  : 

The  memorial  of  theseaate'and  assembly  of  ihe  state-  of  Wisconsin 
respietftilly  reiftetents  -. 

That  as  there- is  now  no'  penitentiary  within  this  state,  nor  any  rc- 
Hources  remaining  other  than  dhect  taxation  upon  r?al  estate  from  which 
means  ean  be  derived  for  the  erection  of  such  an  establishment ;  and  as 
the  expense  of  a  new  state  government  wholly  derivable  Irom  that  only 
resource  will  at  this  particular  conjuncture  be  sutficiently  burdensome  to 
the  people  neaHy  all  of  whom  have  recently  settled  in  the  country  and  but 
few  having  yet  been  able  to  pay  for  their  farms  or  so  to  improve  their 
homesteads  as  to  render  them  comfortable,  but  are  yet  laboring  under  the 
embarrassment  of  debt,  your  memorialists  greatly  fear  that  the  ends  of 
justice  must  be  delayed  or  defeated,  and  the  cause  of  philanthropy  suffer 
unless  the  state  can  obtain  aid  in  the  construction  pr  procurement  of  a 
)>lace  of  confinement  of  her  convicts.  As  mercy  is  the  first  attribute  of 
justice  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the  law  can  ba  more  readily  accom- 
plished by  the  reformation  of  o/Tenclerj*  and  the  dissuasion  of  the  profigately 
inclined  from  the  commission  of  crime  than  in  the  \\rejiking  of  vengeance 
upon  those  culprits  who  may  have  despisri  its  warnitisrs  and  trampled  up- 
f»ii-it0  interdictions,  but  in  our  present  uafortunatc  destitution  of  any  slate 
esfabli^hmentof  the  kind  or  of  suitable  county  prisons  both  purposes  are 
defeated;  malefactors who^e  whole  lives  mayha\e  been  stained  by  crime 
are  huddled  into  the  same  jail  and  apartments  with  those  who  may  be  tcm- 
jioraly  locked  up  for  the  first  offence  and  that  their  first  departure  from 
the  paths  of  rectitude  and  virtue.  The  consequences  are  that:  the  most 
venial  c  ass  runs  the  hazard  of  becoming  deba^cJ  b/  the  contact,  while 
the-  most  abandoned  is  confirmed  in  profligacy  by  idleness  and  by  associa- 
tion, for  the  inmates  of  these  local  receplacle.s  are  commonly  precluded 
the  benefits  of  oaoial  example  of  religious  initructiou  or  of  healthful  ath- 
letic exercise.    But  the  mamtaiaance  of  state  convicts  in  county  priso&s

♦pcntet  oppmsively  upon  the  industry  of  tlie  hoaett  and  virtaous  4C  thoM 
communities  where  convictions  for  ielonies  take  place :  and  as  the  pse- 
▼enttoii  of  crime ,( which  is  the  paramount  object  of  all  punishmeat}  is  gen- 
eral  in  its  benefits  to  the  whole  community  so  should  Its  burdens  be  equal- 
ly shared  by  all:  and  it  is  obvious  to  the  most  casual  observer  that  the 
administration  of  the  criminal  laws  is  embarrassed  and  its  salutary  pur^ 
poses  thwarted  for  the  want  of  a  slate  catablishmeat  where  oouvkto  nbay 
kel  the  di>cipline  of  au  isolated  or  Hilary  confioemeat  aad  be  evicted  to 
manual  and  pioduciive  labor.
